CHIEF BUYS CAR 

A recommendation from the 
police committee that Chief Con- 
stable James Sloss should receive 
a $3 per week increase in salary 
and Constable Kenneth Mount 
receive a $1 per week increase 
was turned down by the town 
council on Monday evening. 

Chief Sloss was given a $2 
increase and Constable Mount's 
salary remained unchanged. 

Councillor \Vm. Dixon, chair- 
man of the police committee, said 
that Chief Sloss had been under 
heavy expense in (he purchase of 
a new car, and that the corn- 
was recommending an 
increase in salary instead of an 
increase in car allowance. • 

"Car allowances will start 
people talking," said Mr. Dixon. 
''When you give allowances you 
are always open to suspicion." 

'The girl in the office is hand- 
ling the business of this town for 
$1? per week," said Councillor 
Arthur Evans. "We should start 
with her salary first." 

"I think that he is underpaid as 
to his car," said Reeve Fred A. 
Lundy. "1 understand that he 
wants to leave his car for the

Council Will Co oper- 
ate In Providing Lighted 
Parking 

MAYOR PLEASED

Suggestions m3de by a depu- 
tation from Newmarket board of 
trade for the relief of congestion 
on Main St. and for the con* 
venience of visitors to town 
were welcomed by the town 
council on Monday evening. 

"We are not only willing but 
anxious to co-operate with the 
governing body of the town." 
said Alex. Eves, president of the 
board of trade. He was accom- 
panied by Harry Bell and J. O. 
Little. 

"Parking on Main St. has been 
a bugbear in the town for some 
time," said Mr. Eves. He then 
read a resolution passed by the 
board of trade as follows: That 
a deputation from the board sug- 
gest that the town council 
approach \V. L. ttosworth to 
obtain use of his parking lot on 
the north side of Botsford St., 
that this lot and the market 
square be well lighted, that a 
man be engaged to supervise the 
parking on Saturday nights, and 
that lavatory facilities be pro- 
vided for both men and women 
at the market building. 

"You have an opportunity to 
make very comfortable rest- 
rooms in the market building at 
very little cost." said Mr. Little. 
"You have unemployed men to 
supervise the parking, and you 
could locate a great many cars 
near the market building, if 
they are properly arranged. It 
will show the farm people that 
we appreciate their coming to 
town. 

"The parking on Main St. is an 
old story. You have had an 
estimate of the cost of removing 
a foot and a half or two feet from 
the sidewalk on each side of 
Main St., which is probably out 
of the question at the present 
time. 

"The space at the market 
square and on the Bosworth 
property would look after the 
cars." 

"I would ask the police to 
check up on the cars on Main 

St. and have the police fine 
business people who park on

"The ready response of citizens

"This recommendation comes 
from a responsible body," said 
Councillor A. D. Evans, who was 
acting as chairman. 

"This is a splendid suggestion 
and I wish to thank the board of 
trade lor their co-operation," said 
Mayor Dr. S. J. Boyd.

"Use the present lavatories," 
said Dr. Boyd. 

Reeve F. A. Lundy said that 
farmers had objected to using 
parking lots before. Mr. Eves 
replied that the board of trade 
wanted the police to start with 
the business men's cars, 

"The parking regulations were 
a failure the last time because 
the business men objected," said 
Mr. Evans. "It would be a 
shame not to do something now 
that we have a chance." 

It was agreed that a committee 
of the board of trade should meet 
with the police committee, and 
that the police committee would 
then make recommendations to 

the council.

WHOM SHALL WE BELIEVE? 

For the first time since the war began we had, 
on Sunday, the privilege of hearing a German 
news broadcast in English from Berlin. It could 
hardly be called clever propaganda. Rather, it 
v/as blatant untruth, with the odd little bit of 
truth mixed in to make it hurt British ears. 
There was the general statement that Germany 
was fighting to right injustices and that Britain 
and France were fighting to hold their places in 
the sun and to maintain the status quo. There is 
a little kernel of truth in that statement, but it 
ignores the fact that Germany disdained peaceful 
means of righting her claimed injustices. Ger- 
many was not content with the parts of Czecho- 
slovakia and Poland which she claimed, but took 
all of Czechoslovakia and as much of Poland as 
Russia hadn't already grabbed. The German 
argument also ignores the barbarous Nazi treat- 
ment of not only the 'citizens of these countries 
but particularly of German citizens of religions 
and races which did not fit into the Nazi myth- 
ology. 

* 

Nevertheless, it is a bit disconcerting to listen 
to such a Berlin broadcast. Whom are we to 
believe? Kaltenborn, the American comme*ntator, 
said on Sunday that he accepts without question 
statements of the British admiralty, and that he 
would also accept statements of the German 
admiralty, but that usually German information 
comes through the ministry of propaganda and 
then he wouldn't believe a word of it. He said to 
remember that Hilter in Mein Kampf says that 
the bigger the lie the more likely people are to 
believe it. Kaltenborn then read statements of 
the British admiralty and the German high 
command (such a statement was unusual, he said) 
concerning the engagement at Narvik on Saturday 
and argued that there was nothing inconsistent 
between the two reports.

erosion and of light soils which are subject to 
blowing or drifting; the conserving of water flow 
by forest planting on the slopes at the headwaters 
of streams; the planting of shelter belts and 

windbreaks for the protection of agricultural 
crops. 
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Wc often hear of a "planned economy" as 
cure for our economic ills. A "planned economy 
is what wc haven't. Men may strip their land of 
timber and leave it idle or put it under the plow 
^ regardless of the fact that when all their neighbors 
£," do the same thing the result is lessened fertility 
of the soil, a decrease in moisture, the drying up 
of wells, and even the blowing away of the rich 
top-soil which centuries of forest growth have 
deposited. One reads that British Columbia is 
gradually ridding itself of all its wealth of 
Douglas fir without planned replacement. Wc in 
Ontario are turning our noble and useful forest 
|fj; stands into comic strips (wc should say "tragic 
Sjlr-V strips"), but we mean that we are destroying our 
||> V agricultural and forest wealth, ruining our clim- 
p^:-; ate and bringing about flood conditions which we 
^"; have to control with million-dollar darns, to make 
*M>^ tcw dollars selling pulpwood to be manufactured

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A point for us to remember is that we in our 
country are free to listen to enemy broadcasts, 
but that German citizens are not free to listen 
to British broadcasts. That suggests that we 
should not put much faith in what we hear 
broadcast from Berlin, until the long-hoped for 
change in government in that country takes place 
and a democratic government takes office, for 
given a chance we believe that the average Ger- 
man would be as honest as the average man in 
any country.

On April 1 a committee was 
appointed representing the town 
council and the Aurora board of 
trade to deal with the grave sit- 
uation arising in town because of 
the proposed withdrawal of the 
j Fleury-Bissell Company from 
Aurora and the subsequent clos- 
ing of Ihe plant.

As there are provincial laws 
designed to prevent one munici- 
pality taking industries from 
another, and so affecting employ- 
ment and property values, The 
Era asked N. L. Mathews, K. C, 
Newmarket town solicitor and an 
authority on municipal law and 
practice, for a summary of the 
law concerning fixed assessments 
to industry. 

While there is apparently little 
to prevent a municipality 
through a deliberately low 
assessment, or its court of re- 
vision taking action annually, 
giving an industry substantial 
and unfair tax concessions, the 
law with regard to above- the- 
board fixed assessments is pretty 
air-tight, according to Mr. Math- 
ews* summary, aiul no doubt will 
be studied by those who are 
negotiating with tho company to 
save Aurora's industry. 

First, Mr. Mathews called 
attention to an amendment to the 
assessment act to the effect that 
the fixed assessment shall not be 
for longer than ten years, shall 
not bo renewable and shall not 
apply for purposes of relief or 
school taxation.
